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Business Review and Prospect 


Physical volume of industry and trade in the country 
at large has changed but little during the past month, 
as evidenced by Barron’s index which is still approxi- 
mately 108, the level that has prevailed during the past 
several months. The sharp increases in production of 
durable goods continues to be approximately offset by a 
corresponding decline in production of goods for civilian 
use. 

In the durable goods industries, the war’s share has 
already reached seventy per cent of the total. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board combined industrial production 
index for June reached 180 compared with 159 a year 
The change in the country’s economy during the 
past year is indicated by the fact that now about as 
much is being produced for war as for civilian purposes: 
whereas, a year ago only one-fifth of the total production 
was going for war and four-fifths for civilian use.

All indications point to a further substantial relative 
as well as absolute increase in the share of the Nation’s 
industrial output which will go for war purposes. Of 
an expected national income of approximately 117 
billion dollars for the current fiscal year, 67 billions are 
expected to be expended for war goods and the remainder 
for civilian goods. 


Texas BUSINESS 


In Texas, the composite index of industry and trade 
for June has risen to 144.2, three points above the pre- 
ceding month and nearly thirty points above June, 1931, 
when the index stood at 114.7. All of the components 
of the index except oil refining were above a year ago, 
and all but department store sales rose from May to 
June.

With a number of Texas large war industries still far 
from full production, the indexes of employment and 
pay rolls are expected to continue their sharp ascent. 


Farm Cassy INCOME 


Cash income from agriculture in Texas during June 
totalled nearly 65 million dollars, compared with 
approximately 4] million dollars during the cor- 
responding month last year (see footnote with following 


table), an increase of more than fifty-eight per cent. 
Aggregate income during the first half of this year was 
278 million dollars, an increase of nearly sixty per cent 
over the 174 million dollars during the corresponding 


period last year.

cash income by from 6 to 10 per cent. This situation results from the fact 


that means of securing complete local marketings, especially by truck, have 
not yet been fully developed. In addition, means have not yet been developed 
for computing cash income from all agricultural specialties of local importance 
in scattered areas throughout the State. This situation, however, does not 
impair the accuracy of the indexes to any appreciable extent. 


In addition to the favorable year-to-year comparisons 
of cash income from livestock, livestock products, eggs, 
and fruits and vegetables noted in previous reports, the 
new wheat crop made its contribution to the favorable 
June report. The current marketable wheat crop is esti- 
mated to be more than twice that actually marketed in 
the 1941 crop year, and on the average, of much better 
quality. The bulk of the State’s wheat crop is normally 
grown in the northern Panhandle, and this year the 
percentage grown in that area (Crop-Reporting District 
1-N), is greater than usual—approximately eighty- 
seven per cent. Out of upwards of forty-seven million 
bushels of wheat estimated for the State during the 
current year, approximately forty-one million bushels 
are expected to be harvested in this district. 

Special attention is called to the current indexes of 
agricultural cash income for the State as a whole and 
for each of the crop reporting districts in relation to the 
base period. The base period is the average monthly 
income from January, 1928, through December, 1932, 
thus including two relatively prosperous years, two 
depression years, and one average year. The current 
monthly farm cash income is now nearly twice that of 
the base period for the State, and varies from moderately 
above to sharply above the base period for each of the 
individual districts.
